Another point 
In favor of the quince Is that It Is the 
fruit which wns sncred to Venus, the 
goddess of lore, and In a great many 
of the ancient writings the quince Is 
very frequently mentioned In this man- 
ner. 
In Unbylontii Ishtur took the 


place of Venus In the Roman mytho- 
logy, and It should be remembered that 
tbe story of tbu creation originated 
with tho Unhylonlans.
